The Hower the Climare, the Inha- 
birants are generaliy the Blacker, and the Colder, 
they are the Fairer ; bur ther it is, when it is only 
Colder to a certain Dey ee, ior where itis Coid in 
Exiremity, the People «.< generally of a Dusky 
Complection. But when the Inhabitants of feve- 
ral Places in the fame Climate differ in their Com. 
plections, that diverfity is owing to the Situation (ei- 
ther high or low, maritime, or far from the Sea) 
or (as before) to their Soil, or manner of Living.
